BOYNE CITY - Ina 4-1 
vote the city commissioners 
approved the parking ex- 
empt amendment to the 
city’s zoning ordinance on 
Sept. 11. The amendment 
allows city commissions to 
exempt developments and 
businesses located in a des- 
ignated downtown area 
from providing a requisite 
number of parking spaces. 
That number is required’ by 
the zoning ordinance. In- 
stead, developers and busi- 
ness owners would pay a 
one-time fee for each park- 
ing space they do not have 
to build. The fee has not yet 


been determined. 
The proposed One Water 


Street development is in- 


cluded in the designated 
boundary drawn for the 
parking exempt amendment 
and benefits by the 
commission’s decision. In- 
stead of constructing 147 
parking spaces as required 
by the zoning ordinance, the 
amendment allows the de- 
velopers to construct 89 


spaces. 
The boundary zone for 
the amendment runs 


roughly along Main Street, 
Pine Street, the waterfront to 


State Street and dog-legs

It’s a family affair at Johnecheck Farm

BOYNE CITY — At the 
corner of ‘Camp Daggett 
Road and U.S. 31, there is a. 
small sign proclaiming 
“Johnecheck Farm Market - 
Four Miles.” This is a mod- 
est marker that belies the 
destination’s charm and ap- 
peal. Still, the sign is oddly 
appropriate for the venue. 
Both are homey, neat and 


‘enticing. 


The farm reflects the 
pride of 25 years of en- 
deavor and care. There is a 
small gravel parking area 
for customers and a grace- 
ful trellis leading to a field, 
covered with delicate flow- 
ering vines, Everything that 
is offered for sale is grown 


on the farm, harvested and — 


marketed by family mem- 
bers. 

Steve and Cindy 
Johnecheck moved to the 
farm on Camp Daggett 


Road in the early 1980s. 
They farm about 55 of the 
120 acres of land that origi- 
nally belonged to Steve’s 
grandfather, Albert 
Johnecheck, Sr. Their four 
children, Jessica, Tyson, 
Matthew and Steve, Jr. were 
raised here. 

“We probably won’t get 
any bigger,” Steve said. 
“Our two oldest sons do all 
of the picking of the sweet 
corn and Cindy does the 
flowets. It’s a family thing. 


And we do the Boyne City 
farm market on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. There were 
only four or five people sell- 
ing there when we started 
going 25 years ago. It’s hard 
to realize, unless you’ ve 
done it, what it takes to be 
there on those. mornings. 
But we really like it. It’s nice 
because it’s a good mix of 
people. Our customers are 
locals, visitors, senior citi- 
zens... And the venders all 
get along really well.” 


“On Tuesday and Friday » 


evenings before the mar- 


‘kets when Steve, Jr. and 


Matthew come over to pick 
the corn, they bring their 
families,” Cindy added, 
with obvious affection. 
“My daughters-in-law, 
Kimberly and Taryn, help 
me with the flowers while 
grandpa entertains the 
grandkids.”

“We received $73,000 last 
year, but it’s down to 
$60,000 this year,” Alger 
said. The director and lead

Tutors will be added and 
the hours increased to full- 
time, he said. 

The parents committee 


voiced concerns that the 


new tutors would not be In- 
dians and would not under- 
stand the children’s culture, 
because Indian background 
was not required. 

But, Alger said the school 
district is encouraging na- 
tive tutors and has placed 
ads in tribal offices. The 
posting also encourages oth- 
ers to have a strong interest 
in Indian culture. 


The parents were also 
concerned that the tutors 
had to possess a teaching 
certificate, but Alger said 
that was not true. 

He did say he regrets not 
communicating more with 
the parents committee. 

“T erred in not contacting 


the parent advisory commit- 


tee,” he said. “It boils down 
to a lack of communication 
and misunderstanding.”

Legislation would increase Pell Grants, 
loan interest rates in half 


Congressman Bart 
Stupak (D-Menominee) 
praised the bill’s pas- 
sage, saying it would 


_help northern Michigan 


families that are strug- 
gling with the costs of 
education. 

“In today’s economy, 
a. college education is 
necessary for many 


jobs, yet millions of 


families find education 
to be out of reach finan- 
cially,” Stupak said. 
“The legislation we 
passed will make the 
single largest invest- 
ment in higher educa- 


tion since the 1944 GI 
Bill. This legislation 
will make college more 
affordable for students 
and their families and 
the president should 
sign it into law.” 

Under the legislation, 
the maximum value of 
the Pell Grant scholar- 
ship would increase to 
$5,400 per year by 
2012. In 2006, the maxi- 
mum. value of the Pell 
Grant was $4,050. 

The legislation would 
also cut interest rates in 
half on need-based stu- 
dent loans, reducing in- 


terest rates from 6.8 per- 
cent to 3.4 percent. 
Once it is fully phased- 
in, this interest rate cut 
would save the typical 
student borrower 
$4,400. About 6.8 mil- 
lion students across the 
country, including 
143,000 Michigan stu- 
dents, take out student 
loans each year. 

Other provisions in 
the bill provide loan for- 
giveness for students 
who choose public ser- 
vice careers like law en- 
forcement, nursing, so- 
cial work, and teaching. 


“This legislation pro-- 


vides incentives and as- 
sistance to those stu- 
dents who choose ca- 
reers that give back to 
their communities,” 
Stupak said. “Someone 
who serves the public in 
nursing or law enforce- 
ment should not be bur- 
dened with crushing 
education debt.” 

Stupak also noted that 
the legislation is paid for 
by reducing excessive 
federal subsidies paid to 
lenders in the college 
loan program by $20. 9 
billion.

Zoning for wind | 
energy needs input 
from citizens 


Wind energy is a topic that was reintroduced to the area several | 


years ago, but it seems as though it came on suddenly to the residents 
of Charlevoix County and the surrounding area. 

‘One day the words “wind turbines” were unheard of, and the next 
day someone is shoving wind energy down our throats, or so it seems. 

People who live in the countryside walk out to the garden and ha- 
bitually take in the vista of a blue sky, hills, trees, and golden fields. 
But with talk of windmills, for some the scene is marred by visions 
of the sleek structures stretching up into the sky. 

However, we need answers to energy use questions - such as how 
can we become more energy independent, how do we reduce pollu- 
tion and how do we get manufacturing to return to Michigan. 

No doubt, wind energy companies will want to construct wind- 
mills in the countryside. In fact, township residents may want to check 
with township meeting agendas for any upcoming wind energy zon- 
ing topics, because local governments are beginning to consider zon- 
ing for windmills. 


_Another location for windmills is the 3,100 miles of Great Lakes 


shoreline. Keith Schneider of the Michigan Land Use Institute writes 
in his “Shifting Wind” paper, (Sept. 6, 2007), that as well as the shore- 
line, Michigan has manufacturing plants capable of turning out tur- 


. bines, blades and gears, and putting people back to work in the pro- 


cess. 

The wind energy industry ead be a way for Michigan to climb 
out of its economic pit. The state and Gov. Jennifer Granholm are 
trying to garner the interest of the $20 billion global wind industry 
and to convince companies to think Michigan when looking for a 
base for operations and manufacturing. 

In his Shifting Wind paper, Schneider relates how a company in 
Iowa revived a plant and turned it into a modern factory to manufac- 
ture 12-ton, 148-foot blades for its 2.5-megawatt turbines. The com- 
pany executives state that the U.S. is adding more than 2,500 mega- 
watts of new wind generating capacity annually, or more than 1,500 
new turbines a year. 

Texas has the most windmills at just over 3,000, followed by Cali- 


’ fornia at 2,400, then Iowa, estimated at 1,000. Michigan has just three 


commercial wind turbines, fewer than any othet state in the Great 
Lakes region, Schneider said. 

Michigan has been slow to adopt legislation to encourage or re- 
quire generating electricity from wind and other sources of renew- 
able.energy. And citizens and lawmakers have expressed uncertainty 
about building giant windmills in farm and scenic areas, he said. 

But there is education available for both citizens and lawmakers 
on the timely and important issues of wind energy. The Land Policy 
Institute published land use and planning guidelines to assist local 
officials and communities when addressing citizen’s concerns and in 
developing the public process. The Land Policy Institute’s e-mail 
address is: www.landpolicy.msu.edu. 

Charlevoix to Mackinaw City has been identified as one of the 
particularly windy sites. Embracing the windmill industry with all of 
the advantages for the environment, for energy independence and for 
Michigan’s struggling economy may be the smart thing to do. 

The critical factor here is how local government determines the 
locations of windmills. Citizens need to be a part of that decision- 
making.

Sea lamprey control planned for 


Jordan River and Monroe Creek 


U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service personnel will 
apply lampricides to sections of the Jordan River 
and Monroe Creek in Antrim and Charlevoix coun- 
ties during the time period of Sept. 4 - 13 to kill sea 
lamprey larvae burrowed in the stream bottom. The 
treatments are in accordance with State of Michi- 
gan permits. Tentatively, application of lampricide 
is scheduled for Monroe Creek on Sept. 7 and on 
the Jordan River during Sept. 10 - 12. The dates 
may be changed based upon local weather or stream 


conditions near the time of treatment. Pretreatment ’ 


data collection will occur during Sept. 4 - 6. 

Sea lamprey larvae live in certain Great Lakes 
tributaries and transform to parasitic adults that 
migrate to the Great Lakes and kill fish. Failure to

kill the larvae in streams would result in signifi- 
cant damage to the Great Lakes fishery. Infested 
tributaries must be treated every three to five years 
with lampricides to control sea lamprey populations. 

The U. S. Environmental Protection Agency and 
Health Canada Pest Management Regulatory 
Agency have reviewed human health and environ- 
mental safety data for lampricides and in 2003, con- 
cluded that the lampricides (Lampricid and 


Bayluscide) pose no unreasonable risk to the gen- © 


eral population and the environment when applied 
at concentrations necessary to control larval sea 
lampreys. However, as with any pesticide, the pub- 
lic is advised to use discretion and minimize un- 
necessary exposure. Lampricides are selectively

toxic to sea lampreys, but a few fish, insect, and 
broadleaf plants are sensitive. Persons confining 
bait fish or other organisms in stream water are 
advised to use an alternate water source because 
lampricides may cause mortality among aquatic 
organisms stressed by crowding and handling. Ag- 
ricultural irrigation must be suspended for 24 hours, 
during and following treatment. 

Extensive preparations are required for a safe and 
effective stream treatment. Prior to treatment, per- 
sonnel collect data on stream water chemistry and 
discharge. In addition, they may conduct on-site 
toxicity tests with lampricides and stream flow stud- 
ies with dyes that cause stream water to appear red 
or green.
